SECTION 1 - No owner or keeper of a dog shall permit the dog to go beyond the confines of the pro- 
perty of the owner or keeper unless the dog is held firmly on a leash or attended by a person exercising 
control of such dog. 


SECTION 2 - The Dog Officer may apprehend and impound any dog which he determines to be in viola- 
tion of Section 1. 


SECTION 3 - The Dog Officer, upon apprehending any dog, shall make a complete registry, entering 
the breed, color and sex of such dog, its license number, and the name and address of the owner if 
known. 


SECTION 4 - If the owner of an impounded dog is known, such owner shall be given notice of the 
impounding within three days thereof. Such owner may reclaim the dog upon payment of a fee determined 
by the Dog Officer with the approval of the Board of Selectmen, together with any unpaid license fees, 
late fees, fines and reasonable costs incurred by the Town for impounding and maintaining the dog. 


SECTION 5 - A late fee of $10.00 is assessed if a dog is not licensed on or before September 1 each 
year. Late fee will be noted on license copy. Letters will be sent to delinquent dog owner/keeper 
during August each year, notifying them that the dog has not been licensed and a _ late fee will be 
charged if not licensed on or before September 1. 


SECTION 6 - No person shall keep within the Town any dog which by biting, barking, howling or in 
any other manner disturbs the peace and quiet of any neighborhood or endangers the safety of any 
person, domesticated animal including dogs and cats, and farm animals. No owner or keeper of a dog 
shall permit the dog to perform its natural body functions on property other than that of the dog owner 
or keeper without approval of said property owner. 


SECTION 7 - The Dog Officer is hereby authorized to seek a complaint against the owner or keeper of 
a dog who is found to have violated Section 1 or 6 of this By-Law and impose fines and reclaiming fees 
with the approval of the Board of Selectmen. 


SECTION 8 - In addition to the foregoing fines and reclaiming fees, the Dog Officer is also authorized 
and empowered to muzzle, restrain or order the owner or keeper of a dog to muzzle or restrain a dog 
pending a hearing before the Board of Selectmen as hereinafter provided, when the Dog Officer finds 
that: 


a. a dog has bitten or threatened any person, domesticated animal including dogs and cats, and 
farm animals, 


b. a dog has chased any vehicle upon any way open to public travel in the Town, or, 


c. the owner or keeper has violated any provisions of this By-Law more than three times in any 
calendar year. 


SECTION 9 - The owner or keeper of any dog that has been ordered muzzled or restrained under the 
provisions of Section 8 may request the Dog Officer in writing to vacate such order. If such order is 
not vacated, the owner of such dog may bring a petition in the District Court praying that the order 
of restraint be reviewed by the court as provided in Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 140, Section 
157, as amended. 


SECTION 10 - In addition to any other statutory authority contained in Massachusetts General Laws, 
Chapter 140, the Dog Officer may enter a complaint with the Board of Selectmen to the control or dis- 
position of any dog found to be uncontrollable or whose owner or keeper is unresponsive to any other 
penalties contained in this By-Law 
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SECTION 11 - Fees, Fines and Reasonable Costs: 


a. The Dog Officer, with the approval of the Board of Selectmen is authorized to change or increase 
license fees, late fees and reclaiming fees from time to time.and take such action as may be required in 
order to enforce this provision. 


b. Whoever violates any provision of this By-Law or any order of the Dog Officer issued pursuant to 
this By-Law shall be subject to a fine determined by the Dog Officer with the approval of the Board 
of Selectmen. Each day on which any such violation continues shall be considered a separate violation 


of this section. All fees, fines and receipts shall be paid into the general fund.

By-Laws, Section 6.d. Accessory Uses and Accessory Buildings by adding a new sub-section to be en- 
titled 6.d.(5). Drive Up Windows. 


6.d.(5). Drive Up Windows 


This section shall apply in all Business and Industrial districts where the principle use is listed as an 
allowed use in Section 5 of this by-law. 


The Planning Board acting as the Special Permit Granting Authority (SPGA) may issue a Special Permit 
allowing a Drive Up Window as an accessory use for a food service business provided that the SPGA 
finds that such Drive Up Window, 


(a.) will not unduly restrict or interfere with any uses of the premises, and 


(b.) will not cause any danger of traffic accident or traffic congenstion on any public way serv- 
ing the premises, and 


(c.) will not restrict or be detrimental to the usage of any abutting business property, and 
(d.) will not adversely affect the quiet enjoyment of any residence located on a lot any line of 
which is located within 150 feet from the nearest lot line of the premises for which the 

Special Permit is being sought, and 

(e.) that the Drive Up Window conform to all of the following specific requirements: 

[1.] The Drive Up Window is located within 10 feet of the front corner of the building 
nearest to‘the public way onto which vehicles will enter after having been served at 
the Drive Up Window. 

{2.] A total linear waiting line distance of 250 feet is provided on the premises for vehicles 
to approach the Drive Up Window. The 250 foot distance is to be measured from the 
point on the layout line of the public way from which traffic will enter the premises 


to the center line of the proposed Drive Up Window. 


[3.] The waiting line shall no more than 4 turns, none of which is greater than 90 degrees. 
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[4.] All waiting lines be clearly marked with distinctive paint or suitable barriers. 


[5.] The waiting line lanes shall not obstruct or restrict parking for any business or 
residence located on the premises including the applicant's. 


[6.] If any part of the waiting line is located within 15 feet of a lot line for the premises 
the applicant shall erect suitable 6 ft. high opaque fencing along the entire lot line 
so located. 


The SPGA is herein granted the authority to modify the dimensional requirements as set forth in this 
section, if during the public hearing the applicant presents sufficient information for the SPGA to make 
a determination that the modifications proposed will not derogate from the intent set forth in this section. 


Any Special Permit issued hereunder shall inure to the benefit of the applicant only or to the operators 
of the food service establishment and shall not be assignable or transferable to any other person (includ- 
ing new officers, directors or managers of any corporate applicant).

The following are the 
major activities of the Board of Selectmen: 


Support to Operation Desert Storm: With the help of many citizens, departments, civic groups and 
businesses, the Board of Selectmen hosted a 4th of July Veterans' Homecoming in honor of service men 
and women returning from the Gulf and all other veterans. 


Washington Street Reconstruction: This long-awaited and much needed state project got underway. 
The Board would like to thank all affected citizens for their patience and cooperation during the incon- 
venience of the construction project. 


Reconstruction of the Center of Town: New overhead traffic lights and 2-lane approaches have made 
the traffic safer and better flowing through the center of town. 


Relocation of the Police Department from Maple Avenue to their new station in the Town Hall: With 
one of the most modern, local law enforcement facilities in the nation, the Town of East Bridgewater is 
now better served through this new facility. All citizens are encouraged to tour through the station. 


911 Emergency: Most of East Bridgewater's telephone exchange is now covered by this emergency 
telephone 911 service. All residents will be covered once the new Enhanced 911 is implemented in the 
near future. 


The March 26, 1991 Student Government Day was a success with High School students getting actively 
involved in the daily operations of many departments. 


The Board continued it's Town Common maintenance program with new benches installed, a new roof 
and coat of paint for the Bandstand. 


The Board had the privilege of appointing a new Fire Chief, Jack E. Parow, and the Town has 
purchased a new ambulance this year. The Board would like to thank Merchant's Sign for it's donation 
of painting the Town Seal on the ambulance. 


The Board continued to represent the Town's interest in State Government by defeating plans to 
detour heavy truck traffic onto Route 106, and by helping to stop Senate Bill 960 which would have 
placed additional restrictions on horse-stable owners and carriage operators. 


With the cooperation of the Lion's Club, there is now an eyeglass and hearing aid drop-off box in 
the town Hall Lobby. 


Town Insurance Program: In both the Town's Health Insurance program for it's employees and the 
Town's General Property & Liability Insurance programs, real cost-saving changes have been made. 


The Board of Selectmen signed a new Host Community Agreement with BFI, prividing the Town with 
several more years of free trash pick up and a generous per-ton Revenue Fee.

REPOR G,ORaGH Ee RIRESGHIEF 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 
| respectfully submit the annual report for the year 1991. 


During the past calendar year ending December 31, 1991, the Fire Department realized a substantial 
increase in the number of emergency incidents. The total number of emergency runs for the year totaled 
1138, an increase of 166 runs over 1990. This represents an increase in activity of 17%. Manpower still 
remains limited, consisting of 3 firefighters on duty, allowing only 2 firefighters to respond immediately 
to an emergency with the third firefighter remaining in the station for dispatch purposes. 


Currently there are 2 members of the department out on long term "line of duty injury". This adds 
to the difficult financial condition of the Town and department but, is inherant in this line of work. In- 
creased training and safety practices have been instituted, in an effort to reduce this type of injury. 


A new Road Rescue ambulance was purchased in July to replace the old ambulance which was_ near 
the end of its mechanical life. An ambulance selection committee, made up of Firefighters Ed Smith, Ryon 
Pratt, Bob Morawski and Scott Singleton, spent many long hours in selecting and _ outfitting this new 
ambulance. |! would like to thank them publicly for their effort and congratulate them on a job well done. 


We started to computerize our operations last July. This is an ongoing project and has formulated 


nicely. Lt. Peter Watson has taken on this project and has proven invaluable in this area. The computer 
system has proven very helpful in our day to day operations. 
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Fire prevention has become one of the top priorities for this department. The scope of inspections 
have been greatly expanded utilizing all shift officers and their personnel to conduct these inspections 
while on duty. During 1991 the department conducted over 230 fire prevention inspections. All licensed 
underground storage tanks have been either tested or removed per 527 CMR9, this in an effort to pro- 
tect our drinking water and environment. 


Two fire engines have been decommissioned, Engine #1, a 1956 Maxim and Combination #1, a 1959 
Dodge brush vehicle. Because of their age and a reduction in manpower it was not cost effective to keep 
them in service. Both vehicles will be put out to bid and sold FY/92. 


The permanent department has been restructured in order to establish a formal chain of command 
allowing for downward delegation. This has proven itself over the year and accounted for an increase 
in productivity. The size of the call department has been decreased by seven members because of fiscal 
restraints. Manpower shortages have not been a problem, as of yet, because of the personal commitment 
of both the permanent and remaining call department. 


Mutual aid agreements have been reestablished and/or expanded, allowing us to summon fire equip- 
ment and personnel from surrounding communities on a moments notice. These reciprocating agreements 
are needed in order to provide an acceptable level of emergency services to the townspeople. 


9-1-1 emercency calling system was installed last May. This will help to establish a standard uni- 
versal means of summoning emergency assistance. By dialing 9-1-1 all your emergency needs for fire, 
police and ambulance can be met. 


| would like to thank the Fire Officers and Firefighters that have assisted me in the operation of 
the Fire Department during the last year. Also, | would like to thank the Board of Selectmen, all Town 
Departments and Committees for their help and guidance throughout the year.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The Assessors Department completed a state mandated triannual revaluation for fiscal 1992. mhisucne- 
valuation included a full re-inspection program conducted over a 2 year period by Appraisal Consultants 
of New England. 


All data on Assessors property records was verified at the property location. The company was able to 
inspect about 85% of all building interiors and verify or correct existing information. 


The property records are on a computer in the Assessors office. The office staff has taken over all 
data entry, measuring and listing of building permits and inspections for overvaluation, work previously 
done by outside vendors, an Appraisal Company, the Administrative Assessor and the Board. 


With an in-house computer appraisal system and elimination of outside vendors the office staff now has 
control of the tax cycle. Tax billing will not be held up by valuation problems or because a vendor is 
slow or late. 


The Board welcomes new member Paul M. Morris, appointed to fill the vacancy left with the resignation 
of James C. Weidenfeller. 


Finally the Board would like to thank Sherrie Themuda, Senior Clerk and Linda Libby, Assessing Tech- 


nician for their hard work throughout the year. They both always give that extra effort to provide 
any information needed by the public while keeping up with their own full workload.

REPORT OF THE PLANNING/BUILDING DEPARTMENT AND ZONING BOARD OF APPEALS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


A Planning/ Building Department was established five years ago to coordinate the construction permit 
granting process in one office, to facilitate the exchange of information and to track contruction in the 
town from submission of a proposed project to its ultimate completion. 


This process has proven to be very successful, that information is shared on a daily basis with staff or 
representatives of the Inspectors, Boards Departments and Committees that are involved in the develop- 
ment process. 


This coordination of effort minimizes potential problems rather than trying to find a solution after the 
fact. 


This year, 911 applications and permits were processed through the department as follows: 


250 Building Permits 
169 Gas Permits 

209 Plumbing Permits 
209 Wiring Permits 


69 of the Building Permits were for new dwellings; this was an increase of 20 units above the 1990 permits. 
Estimated cost of all construction totalled.'$6,777,760.00. 


Fees collected for all permits,» plan approvals, engineering, hearings, maps and booklets sold totalled 
$94,098.16. 


It is my opinion that the present organization is the most efficient and cost effective method to insure 
timely inspections and to have construction information and records available at all times in one location. 


The Planning Board meetings are every other week in the second floor conference room. (Holidays are 
the exception.) All meetings are open to the public and input is welcomed and encouraged. 


During 1991, the Board acted on the following: 


28 Form A's 

10 Lot Releases 

2 Special Permits 

1 Preliminary Plan 
1 Definitive Plan 


Fees generated by the above totalled $4,682.59. 
Total collected for Engineering was $24,631.57. 


On April 22, 1991, we held two (2) Public Hearings on the Zoning By-Law tocorrect typing errors and 
oversights. On May 1, 1991, we presented the two (2) articles to the Annual Town Meeting. The articles 
were approved. 


On July 22, 1991, we held a Public Hearing on updating our Special Permit/Site Plan Rules & Regulations, 
resulting in the adoption of Engineering Special Accounts. These accounts are used for the developers 
constructing their projects; engineering review costs are accrued and the payments are drawn from these 
accounts to pay the Planning Board's Consulting Engineer at no cost to the Town. 


One (1) Zoning Map change was accepted by Town Meeting from Residence 1 to Business 3 at the south- 
westerly corner of Plymouth and South Streets. 


The following streets were accepted at Annual Town Meeting: 
A section of Church Street, Pheasant Run, and Stonebridge Way (all within Byram's Brook Estates); 
Hidden Acres; 
Birchwood Drive; 
Tower Hill Drive. 


Our goals for 1992 are updating certain sections of the Zoning By-Law and reviewing some Zoning districts 
within the Master Plan and Position Paper. 


On behalf of the town, the Board sincerely thanks our office staff Ms. Anapolsky and Ms. Hennessey for 
their dedication and innovations over the past years.

The Conservation Commission submits it's report to you. 


The Conservation Commission has had it's usual busy year dealing with the Massachusetts Wetlands Act. 
Due to the fact that East Bridgewater has large areas of wetlands, many filings of Notices of Intent and 
issuance of Orders of Conditions were required. 


The Commission had to leave their office at the Nurses Cottage due to the Selectmen's reserving the 
building for the Council on Aging. Also, the building lacked proper entrance for the handicap. Adequate 
space at the new Town Office Building was not available at this time for the Conservation Commission. 
Mr. Trudeau of the Highway Department had extra office space and offered it to the Conservation Com- 
mission. We are now located at Willow Avenue in the Highway Department Office Building. 


Chief John Silva has made considerable progress with the athletic fields off Church Street and reports 
that three baseball fields, one combination snackbar/storage building, and three soccer fields have been 
built at no cost to the taxpayers. All this has been accomplished with the help of private companies, 
public donations and all town departments. It is estimated that over $200,000.00 Dollars worth of work 
has been completed. Future plans are being made for additional playing fields, basketball courts, and a 
walking trail throughout the property. The Commission thanks Chief John Silva for all the time and 
effort he has given to this project. 


The Commission also wishes to again thank Brewster Fuller for all help he has given to the Conservation 
Commission. Also Meredith Swanson for the years as Conservation Commission Treasurer.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


1991 was a most challenging year for the East Bridgewater library system. Although demand for 
materials and services increased, the library budget for FY 92 was cut by 15% from the FY 91 level. 
Reductions were made in hours, personnel, expenses, and materials. The result has been fewer people 
to do more work. It was difficult to say goodbye to staff members Gail McMillan, Hannele Vincent, Jen- 
nifer Jordan, Joan Murphy, Anita Barton and Lorraine Roan. Their service to the library system was 
invaluable. They have been sorely missed by patrons and fellow staff members. 


With the severe curtailment of resources, support from the Friends of the Library, always avpreci- 
ated, hecame an essential component in providina basic library service. Particularly successful was an 
Adopt-A-Book campaign for the Central School Library. In addition, the Friends sponsored "Snacks _ in 
the Stacks", a program with author Gillian Gill, and provided refreshments for many library functions. 


Other organizations also supported the library. Contributions were received from the East Bridge- 
water Women's Club, Garden Club, Lions Club, Sachem Quilters, United Brass Quintet, South Weymouth 
Savings Bank, Eating Sensibly Program, and T.O.P.S. Many individuals volunteered to help library 
staff in providing much needed support. The public library and school libraries wish to acknowledge 
the tremendous contributions made by: David Domer, Joan Hausrath, Marion Johnson, Kim Harris, 
Evelyn Fletcher, Michelle Drost, David Lerner, Ellen Gambee, Lynn and Mary Anne Sheppard, Rebecca 
Dawson, Kerri Beaucaire, Mary Chappell, Jane Haines, Bozena Churbuck, Carol Jones, Sharon Grasso, 
Michael Peloso, Brian Miller, Stephen Abati, Brian Joughin, Heather Brown, Car!

At the three schools, librarians Victoria Boucher, Mary Davis and Anne Hynes faced the daunting 
task of providing students and teachers with needed resources while lacking support staff and a materials 
budget. Ever the professionals, they drew upon their years of experience to sustain the role Ofmntue 
school library as the core of the educational system in East Bridgewater. 


At the public library, special programs were conducted for both children and adults. Storytimes, 
crafts, a summer reading program, tours of the library and holiday programs were just some activities 
used to introduce the library to the youngest patrons. A grant from the Mass. Foundation for the Hu- 
manities funded the adult discussion series "The Play's the Thing". The United Brass Quintet received 
a grant from the Arts Lottery Council which resulted in a delightful Sunday concert. A monthly adult 
reading club was formed with members taking: turns selecting the books and leading the discussion. New 
members are always welcome. 


After two years of preparation, the public library began circulating materials as part of ABLE on 
Dec. 9, 1991. With funding from a federal grant and use of library state aid, the library is now a member 
of an automated resource-sharing network that gives patrons access to a database of over 400,000 items 
in ten libraries. Thus the library's ability to act as a gateway to knowledge has been greatly enhanced. 


East Bridgewater residents should continue to be proud of the town library system. As the economy 
improves and the fiscal situation becomes less disheartening, the library is prepared to meet the challenges 
of the future.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 


As your representatives to the Old Colony Planning Council, we are pleased to present this report 
on behalf of the Council for 1991. 


The Old Colony Planning Council serves as the Area Agency on Aging; the Metropolitan Planning 
Organization for Transportation Planning; the Regional Clearinghouse for the review of federal and state 
grant applications; and, as an Economic Development District designed by the U.S. Secretary of Commerce 
to coordinate area economic development efforts. Basic to these designated responsibilities, the Council 
is the authorized planning agency for the region concerned with a wide variety of areawide and _ inter- 
municipal issues and concerns such as land use policy, water supply, solid waste disposal, environmental 
protection, housing and natural resource conservation. The Council also assists its member local govern- 
ments with grantsmanship services and local technical planning assistance and maintains current 
socio-economic and other information on local and regional trends. 


The Old Colony Planning Council District includes fifteen communities for general planning purposes 
consisting of the City of Brockton and the fourteen towns of: Abington, Avon, Bridgewater, East 
Bridgewater, Easton, Halifax, Hanson, Kingston, Pembroke, Plymouth, Plympton, Stoughton, West 
Bridgewater and Whitman. As the Area Agency on Aging, the Council serves a twenty-three community 
area, which, in addition to the regular planning district, includes the eight communities of Carver, 
Duxbury, Hanover, Lakeville, Marshfield, Middleborough, Rockland and Wareham. 


Each municipality is represented on the Council by one delegate and one alternate delegate. The 
council members establish policy, develop the work program, employ the professional staff and determine 
the activities of the council to be carried out by the staff. The Council meets on the last Wednesday of 
each month at 8 PM in the Council offices located at 70 School Street, Brockton, MA. 


In 1991, John F. Lenox of Plymouth was elected as President of OCPC; James A. Kassos of Brockton 
as Council Secretary; and, John G. Mather of Halifax as Council Treasurer.

As your representatives to the Old Colony Planning Council, Area Agency on Aging Advisory Com- 
mittee, we are pleased to present this report of the Area Agency's activities for 1991. 


In Fiscal Year 1991, the Old Colony Planning Council completed its 11th year as the Area Agency on 
Aging. The Area Agency is responsible for administering Title 111 funds under the Older Americans Act. 
This federal funding has enabled the Area Agency to meet the growing needs of elders, particularly those 
very old and infirmed. Working closely with local councils on aging and other community agencies, Title 
II! funds are frequently combined with other monies to develop and support a broad range of in-home and 
community services. 


During FY 1991, an estimated 12,000 elders received assistance through 20 Title Ill programs. Ser 
vices funded in FY 1991 by the AAA include: 


Senior center and outreach programs 

Home health and respite services 

In-home mental health services 

Services for deaf, blind and physically handicapped elders 
Transportation services 

Legal Services 

Emergency services 

Congregate and home delivered meals 

Services to families and care givers 

Nursing home ombudsman services 


The service and planning area encompasses 23 communities in southeastern Massachusetts from 
Stoughton/Avon to Marshfield to Wareham to Easton. The Area Agency on Aging acknowledges with 
gratitude the generous support and cooperation of these communities, especially the local citizens who 
serve on the Advisory Committee chaired by Delores Kent of Easton. The Advisory Committee, consisting 
of citizens from each of the 23 communities served, assists the Agency in its important work of deter- 
mining service needs, the priority of programs, and selecting subgrantees. 


The Council further notes with appreciation the work of local boards and commissions, public and 
private agencies, various institutions and individuals who have cooperated with or otherwise assisted the 
Council.

REPORT OF THE SOUTHEASTERN REGIONAL DISTRICT SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


This coming June marks the twenty-fifth year of operation of the Southeastern Regional School 
District. Southeastern offers twenty-three high quality secondary vocational technical training programs 
and six Technical Institute post-secondary programs. Students at Southeastern are taught problem- 
solving, analytical and practical skills. They have the ability to apply instruction to reinforce basic 
communications skills and transfer this learning to other vocational areas. 


On October 1, 1991 thirteen hundred and twenty (1320) students were enrolled in the school district. 


East Bridgewater's share of the $7,932,454.00 budget is $153,530.00. This is 6.06% of the total 
budget and represents 80 students. 


The New England Association of Schools and Colleges, Inc. visiting team evaluated all secondary and 
post-secondary programs in the school in November. The school district had been involved in prepara- 
tion of curriculum development and updating its programs in anticipation of their visit. 


Our post-secondary Medical Assistant Program also was accredited this year by the national accrediting 
agency. 


The Department of Education's Massachusetts Migrant Education Program was held at Southeastern 
during the past summer with over two hundred and thirty students attending. 


This year we were successfully able to have a new roof installed on the original building and the 
1976 addition totaling 168,000 square feet. It was financed by energy grant funds and bonding approval 
by district community members. 


The school district is continuing to implement the energy grant received from the Commonwealth 
Office of Energy Resources. In addition to replacing fluorescent ballasts and re-tubing the boilers, we 
have finalized the energy management system to better control temperature in the main building and out- 
side buildings. 
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Block || federal grant funds were used to purchase additional library books, periodicals and pro- 
fessional library materials for the school district. 


The Carl Perkins Grant funds were dramatically increased this school year and enabled the hiring 
of personnell and additional professional staff members in the areas of Distributive Education and Plumbing. 
Supplies, materials and equipment were purchased for Air Conditioning, Auto Mechanics, Diesel Repair, 
Commercial Foods, Electricity, House Carpentry, Graphic Arts, Plumbing and in the Technical Institute, 
Data Processing, Dental Assistant, Medical Assistant and Medical Laboratory Technician Programs. 


Specifically in the Technical Institute area, mew microscopes were purchased for the Medical Labora- 
tory Technician Program and other much-needed supplies and equipment for the other post-secondary 
areas. Perkins Funds were used in the high school area to employ vocational instructors, vocational 
aides, special education aides and a Social Worker/Adjustment Counselor who was hired to improve school 
attendance and better assist disadvantaged and handicapped students. 


An equity grant was written and funded to work with the fifth and sixth grade students in elementary/ 
middle schools in the Towns of Easton, Mansfield, Sharon and Stoughton. 


Sudents'! on-campus projects include vinyl siding the warehouse buildings and completion of an 
addition to the bus garage and vehicle storage building. 


Advisory Boards for all of our trade programs are made up of alumni and local business men and 
women who annually offer support and guidance for our programs. Their assistance is greatly appreci- 
ated and their recommendations keep us on target with state-of-the-art changes and the employment needs 
of local communities. 


Southeastern has a comprehensive athletic program and participates in the local state and national 
Vocational Industrial Clubs of America. 


At the national VICA competition held this past summer, on of our Commercial Foods students placed 
second in the United States in baking. 


With the help of the Army Corps of Engineers we have cleared land for an additional baseball and 
softball field. The baseball field should be ready in the Fall of 1992. 


In June of 1991 the Southeastern Regional Vocational Technical High School graduated two hundred 
and thirty-seven students. Guidance Department records indicate that 97% of the members of the Class 
of 1991 were placed in full-time jobs or had elected to further their education. 


The demand for graduates of vocational programs continues to be very strong in Massachusetts. 
The first evening school Licensed Practical Nurses graduated in December of 1991. 


Southeastern is always seeking new and different ways of conducting its educational programs at 
minimal cost to the taxpayers of the school district without sacrificing quality vocational educational pro- 
grams. Recent figures from the Department of Education show Southeastern has the second lowest per- 
pupil-cost of regional vocational technical schools in the Commonwealth.

REPORT OF THE PLYMOUTH COUNTY MOSQUITO CONTROL PROJECT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The Commissioners of the Plymouth County Mosquito Control Project are pleased to submit the following 
report of our activities during 1991. 


The Project is a special district created by the State Legislature in 1957, and is now composed of 24 
Plymouth County towns, the City of Borckton, and the Town of Cohasset in Norfolk County. On July 
1 the Town of Abington rejoined the Project. The Project is a regional response to a regional problem 
and provides a way of organizing specialized equipment, specially trained employees, and mosquito con- 
trol professionals into a sinlge agency with a broad geographical area of responsibility. 


In 1991, the Project was again challenged by the threat of the mosquito transmitted disease Eastern 
Equine Encephalitis (EEE), but rainfall did not reach levels of the previous year. Residential complaints 
were received earlier than normal due to the anticipated EEE threat and resultant media coverage. Efforts 
were again aimed at larval mosquitoes starting with the spring brood, and aerial larviciding was expanded 
using N.T.I., an environmentally selective bacterial agent. Upon emergence of the spring brood of 
adult mosquitoes, ultra-low-volume spraying began. All available manpower responded to requests con- 
cerning mosquitoes, and all sprayers and trucks performed well with little time lost to breakdowns. 


In April of 1991, the Massachusetts Department of Public Health issued an advisory on EEE to local 
Boards of Health, Mosquito Control Districts, and all campgrounds in Southeastern Massachusetts. Virus 
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was first isolated from Culiseta melanura, a bird biting species collected in Carver the week of July 28. 
The Project responded by targeting areas of high risk. Concern of transmission of EEE to both horses 
and humans developed, and on August 2 a Westborough horse died with symptoms consistent with EEE. 
On August 8 another horse from the same farm was destroyed. However, no human or equine cases 
occured in Plymouth County, although additional virus-positive bird biting mosquitoes were collected. 


Historical case data suggest a return in 1992 of the EEE virus, which runs in a two or three year cycle. 


The figures specific to the Town of East Bridgewater are given below. While mosquitoes do not respect 
town lines the information given below does provide a tally of the activities which have had the greatest 
impact on the health and comfort of East Bridgewater residents. 


Insecticide Application: 5,864 acres were treated using truck mounted sprayers for control of adult 
mosquitoes. More than one application was made to the same site if mosquitoes reinvaded the area. The 
first treatments were made in May and the last week in October. 


Aerial Application: Larviciding woodland swamps by airplane before the leaves come out in the trees 
continues to be very effective. In East Bridgewater this year we aerially larvicided 100 acres. 


Our greatest effort has been targeted at mosquitoes in the larval stage, which can be found in woodland 
pools, swamps, marshes, and other standing water areas. Inspectors continually gather data on these 
sites and treat with highly specific larvicides when immature mosquitoes are present. Last year a total 
of 52 inspections were made to 47 catalogued breeding sites. 


Finally, we have been tracking complaint response time, that is the time between notice of a mosquito 
problem and response by one of our inspectors. The complaint response time for the Town of East 
Bridgewater was less than two days with more than 99 complaints answered. 


Mosquito Survey: <A systematic sampling of the mosquitoes in East Bridgewater indicates that Coquillit- 
tidia perturbans was the most abundant species. Other important mosquitoes collected included Aedes 
vexans and Culiseta melanura. 


We encourage citizens or municipal officials to call our office for information about mosquitoes, mosquito- 
borne diseases, control practices, or any other matters of concern.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


Self Help, Inc., is greater Brockton's and Attleboro's anti-poverty agency dedicated to improving the 
quality of life of limited-income individuals and families, and making all segments of the community re- 
sponsive to the needs of the limited-income, disadvantaged and minority. 


During the program year ending September 30, 1991, Self Help received a total funding of $10.9M and 
provided direct services to 41,485 limited-income households in the area. 


599 East Bridgewater households received direct services totaling $141,958 during the program year 1991. 


The total funding of $10,931,445 does not tell the real value of human services delivered to the area as 
a whole. Self Help's funding enabled us to mobilize an additional $2,285,090 of other commumity resources, 
such as contributions from the towns and volunteers. The gross value of Self Help during the past 
program year was $13,216,535. 


Self Help currently employs approximately 175 individuals, many of whom are of limited income and minorities. 


We feel that the program year 10/1/90 through 9/30/91 was a successful one for us and very helpful to 
our limited-income population. We thank the Boards of Selectmen, town volunteers and your representa- 
tive to our Board of Directors, Mr. Frederick Watson, Ill, for helping to make our year a success.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF WATER COMMISSIONERS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


Several years ago the Board of Water Commissioners set out to achieve a goal to make the East 
Bridgewater Water Department totally self sufficient. 


The Board is pleased to announce that in the last two years it has achieved this goal and in fact 
has raised excess monies through water rates and service charges, which has been used to finance the 
following: Central Street Reconstruction Project; the testing and purchasing of 23+ acres of land for a 
new well site; and the upgrading of the water billing system. (All of the above have not had any impact 
on the tax rate.) 


The Board hired Mr. James Smith as full time employee to fill a vacancy in the department. Mr. Smith 
is no stranger to the department, for he has been working as a part time employee since 1985, while he 
was attending college. 


Two hundred ten meters were installed or replaced, of that number 63 were placed in new dwellings, 
25 were installed at properties that had no previous outside reading registers which reduced that portion 
of the meter program to only 54 homes remaining with no outside reading registers, 77 meters older than 
20 years were replaced and 45 non-registering meters were found and replaced in 1991. 


During 1991 the department was involved in repairing 50 service leaks, 104 service renewals, 9 
water main breaks and 5 hydrants were either repaired or replaced. 


The Board would like to take this opportunity to thank other Town Departments for their coopera- 
tion in working with the department, especially the Tree Department and the Highway Department during 
meter reading time.

REPORT OF THE SOLID WASTE MANAGEMENT COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


In 1991, the Solid Waste Management Committee focused on the solid waste disposal problem for East 
Bridgewater and the expansion of the recycling program. 


BFI is currently responsible for solid waste disposal in the town. In the event the town assumes 
this responsibility the committee has explered various options for solid waste disposal. 
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The existing landfill at Bridge Street is the only town property sited for waste disposal. The cost 
of upgrading this site to meet the new regulations as demanded by the state would be prohibitive to the 
town given the current fiscal situation. As a result the committee has recommended to the Selectmen that 
the Town plan on establishing a transfer station/recycling facility on the site of the current Bridge Street 
landfill. 


‘Through the efforts of the Solid Waste Management Committee a viable recycling program has been 
firmly established in the town. Clear and colored glass, tin cans, aluminum foil and #2 HDPE plastic are 
currently being recycled. From January 1991 to December 1991, 84000 pounds have been removed from 
the waste stream and recycled. 


The recycling center in East Bridgewater operates through the efforts of a core of dedicated volun- 
teers and committee members with the cooperation of town departments and the assistance of BFI. These 
people process the recyclables to keep them free of contaminants, work on educating the community in 
the proper ways of recycling, deliver the materials to markets and have built an area that can be clearly 
recognized as the East Bridgewater recycling center. The dedication of this site will take place this 
spring. 


A flyer, approved by the Selectmen, explaining how to recycle in East Bridgewater was sent along 
with the tax bill to every taxpayer in the town. Printing of the flyer was paid for by proceeds from 
the recycling effort. Education of townspeople was furthered by Recycling Education Days, indormational 
booths set up at town functions, and a feature presentation on a local cable show Focus 91. 


During the coming year the committee will be working to inform the town of the solid waste problem 
and the need for establishing a transfer station/recycling facility, to increase recycling through education 
and participation. 


The committee would like to thank all of the volunteers and members of the community who are 
supporting the recycling effort. 


The Solid Waste Management Committee meets on the third Thursday of each month in the Town Hall 
Conference Room. All persons interested in the solid waste problem or recycling are invited to attend 
and share their ideas and concerns.

REPORT OF THE COUNCIL ON AGING 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The Council on Aging is charged with the responsibility of contacting all senior citizens, identifying 
and assessing the needs of, and providing the services to everyone qualifying, through the Office of 
Elder Affairs (OEA). The Council is, therefore, responsible and accountable for the performance of this 
office. This year, 1991, has been very successful in spite of fanancial stress. 


This was due to the cooperative endeavors of the two new Staff members; Director Mary Jane Kings- 
land and Outreach Person, Sharon Berry, as well as the special work of Margaret DeGara, being dedicated 
to the same philosophy and goals of the Council. There has been a definite reaching out in a sensitive 
and concerned awareness to all the seniors of the Town, making the services more affective for seniors, 
as well as more efficient and cost effective for the Town. 


After helping to make the adjustments to bring the Office of Elder Affairs up to the high standards 
prescribed by the Council, two long serving members, Allison Stinchfield and Ruth Giampietro, who have 
jointly accumulated some thirty years of volunteered service to the Town, decided it was time to 'pass the 
torch' to others. They resigned. These resignations were accepted with regrets as was the resignation 
of Janet McCarthy, who felt it necessary, due to the time constraints of her work. Following all due 
processes the Selectmen appointed three very capable members to the Council; Frank Barcellos, Marcia 
Horton and Ernest Martin. 


All of the same services as in the past have been provided with more being added, including 'Shine' 
services, SHARE program introduced and explained, as well as trips being increased. All of these being 
offered to many more seniors who had not even been contacted previous to this year. Sharon Berry 
contacted 734 by phone and 78 by letter, since they were unable to be reached by phone. These people 
were not listed with the Office. Many of these did not need any services but 122 requested some and 
home visits were made to all of them.

Many other individual services such as applying for Fuel Assistance, Insurance Forms, Medicare 
Forms, taxes have been given out over the phone and by office visits and home visits. 


Due to the financial difficulties of the Town, the budget of the Council was cut, as were all the 
departments' budgets. In order to adjust to the cut it was necessary to eliminate one of the part-time 
positions in the Office. With deep regret the Council abolished the position of Senior Aide and Tom Sena 
lost his job. Due to careful planning by the Director with the rearranging of schedules, the effects of 
the reduction was minimized. 


The financial status of the Town due to the lack of state funds forthcoming, it was necessary for 
the Council to put the building of a Senior Center "on a back burner". The Town offered the Council 
the ground floor of the "Nurses Cottage" (which the Board of Health and Nurses had vacated in their 
move to the new town Office Building) as a transitional location until their own building could be built 
for the Seniors. 


In as much as this building did not meet the building code for public buildings it was necessary to 
ask the town for $10,500 to bring it “up to code", however, under the financial strain, the citizens voted 
it down. Members of the Council and the Director wrote for grant funding from the State. The — total 
amount available was $2400. While this was less than 1/4 of what was needed, it was a beginning. The 
Council was notified that the grant was approved for the maximum amount and that the actual cash would 
be forthcoming early next year. 


Volunteers have increased this year and have been instructed and trained by Director Kingsland. 
Volunteers are needed for many of the Programs such as Meals-on-Wheels, Food Distribution, clinics, 
transportation where Dial-A-Bat is not available. This does not take into account the hours volunteered 
by Council members. If this was figured, at minimum wage rate, that amounts to $10,500 given to Town 
through the Council. 


The Council members, with the smooth functioning of the Office, were now able to resume their ac- 
tive participation in regional and state councils to gain support from them as well as learn better techniques 
to obtain all the services these groups offer. The state organization MCOA is attended regularly by Mary 
Jane or Sharon and Mary Alden; while Kitty Connors and Frank Barcellos attend the Old Colony Planning 
Council of Brockton regularly; then Mary Alden and Barbara Benson attend the Area Agency on Aging 
regularly as well as the Southeastern Cape and Islands Regional Council on Aging. 


This last group, known as CIRCA, represents fifty-two councils throughout southeastern Massachu- 
setts. The East Bridgewater Council has been asked to host the winter meeting of this group. 


Near the close of the year, Katie Joyce found it necessary to resign for health reasons. This was 
regretfully accepted and as of the writing of this report the filling of this vacancy is in process. 


Both Mary Jane and Sharon have put in many hours, some on their own time, to, and now most all 
necessary data has been computerized for even more efficient functioning of the Office of Elder Affairs. 


All seniors or handicapped of the Town are reminded and encouraged to contact the Office of Elder 
Affairs for any information or with any requests they may have.

REPORT OF THE VETERANS! SERVICES 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The fiscal year of 1992 (July 1, 1991 to June 30, 1992) has been one of the most difficult ones due 
to increased problems. With anticipated income to the Town showing a large shortfall of over nine hun- 
dred thousand dollars, the budgets for the schools and various departments approved at the Annual 
Town Meetings in April and May had to be reconsidered and cut. 


Our Veterans' Benefits account was cut from $93,000.00 to $71,200; a cut of $21,800.00 or 23.5% 
which was more than most departments were cut. We are doing everything possible to complete FY 1992 
within this reduced budget. We are faced with additional veterans and their families who served in the 
Persian Gulf War in 1991. Many of them have been left unemployed and are about to run out of their 
unemployment compensation. When this happens and they are still unemployed, they will be eligible to 
apply for benefits under Chapter 115 for financial help from our office. 


Mrs. Martha Redgate, our Administrative Assistant, has continued to do an outstanding job for us. 
Through her efforts, we have already recovered over two thousand dollars in minor medical bills from 
Medex and Insurance accounts. At this stage in January and with several months left in FY 92, this 
amount could be doubled for the benefit of the Town. 


We have already received for our veterans and their dependents more than $89,000.00 in Federal 
Benefits that has saved direct expenditures out of our Veterans' Benefits account under Chapter 115. 
Through January, as this report is being written, we have direct expenditures out of our Veterans' 
Benefits account of approximately $33,561.86, of which we will receive 75% back to the Town. We have 
already reported to you that we were able to return, unexpended from last years Veterans' Benefits 
account, $13,296.30 that is being held in escrow until the end of FY 92 in accordance with state statue. 


Our office of Veterans' Services has been involved in compiling the list of those veterans who served 
during the Persian Gulf War. We were directly involved in planning the "Home Coming" July 4th with 
the local Selectmen, American Legion Post 91, Commercial Club, "KISS" (Kids In Support of our troopS"), 
the Kiwanis and Lions Clubs, and the citizens of East Bridgewater. With the leadership of the American 
Legion, we raised in excess of $8,000.00 for the "Home Coming" expenses so that the Town had no ex- 
penses to pay. The all-day affair, with the bon-fire at night, was a huge success. To all who helped 
and made donations, we give a heartfelt thanks. You have all helped to make East Bridgewater a won- 
derful town to live in. 


It has been a pleasure to be of assistance to our veterans and their families. We are open Monday 
through Friday 8:00 a.m. to 4:30 p.m.

~The Tree Department also limed & fertilized the front of Central Cemetary, the front of the Town 
Offices and the Common, using more than two tons of fertilizers in 3 applications. 


The Department cut about 2/3 of a mile of roadside brush and cut & chipped brush and low limbs 
at the Pond Street and Hudson Street wells, a distance of 1.25 miles. 


| wish to express my thanks to my employees, other Town Officials and Departments, and to you, 
the citizens of East Bridgewater, for your patience and understanding in carrying out my duties as your 
Tree Warden.

REPORT OF THE TOWN HALL BUILDING COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The Town Hall Building Committee signed the substantial completion documents for the Town Hall/ 
Police Station addition on February 5, 1991. Mr. Robert Therrien, along with Clerk of the Works, Mr. 
Francis Sullivan, were responsible for daily monitoring of the work performed by Ciocca Construction of 
Springfield, MA. The Selectmen signed the 2.4 million dollar contract in August of 1989, however, con- 
struction during the winter months pregressed at a very slow rate. The foundation was completed in the 
spring and the steel fabrication went at a faster pace. The wooden frame was completed during the 
summer, with the 21,000 square foot addition beginning to take shape. The joining of the new state of 
the art addition to the Circa 1850 Town Hall was done in such a style that would give the project the 
appearance of a building of the Victorian period. The Police Station is located in the ground level. The 
Selectmen's Office, Town Clerk, Town Treasurer, Veteran's Office, and meeting rooms are on the main 
floor. The top floor houses the Planning/Building Department, Health Department, conference rooms and 
additional space for the future. 


The citizens have a multi-purpose building that was completed at a reasonable cost and under the 
budget appropriation. The new Town Hall/Police Station is large enough to accomodate future growth. 
The architecture blends in nicely with the historic center of East Bridgewater, while providing a modern 
facility for town government and the people of East Bridgewater.

REPORT OF THE MIDDLE SCHOOL BUILDING ADDITION COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The Middle School Building Addition Committee met with the acting Director of the School Facilities Service 
Bureau in January, along with Superintendent Mitchell and Principal Collins. The meeting's purpose was 
two fold. First, all necessary documents establishing East Bridgewater's education space problems were 
filed and we have received preliminary site approval from the School Facilities Service Bureau. 


Second, we were informed that the Town is still eligible for 80% reimbursement for all expenses regarding 
this project. That would include the following: renovation of the existing structure, construction of 
the addition, equipping the building, architectural fees, site preparation, and debt service. The 803 
rate of reimbursement is guaranteed until June 30, 1992, at which time the rate will change. If, however, 
the Town approves the project before this date, the 80% rate is locked in. 


The Committee then began the long process of selecting an architectural firm. 29 firms responded to 
our "Requests for Proposals". The Committee then narrowed the field to 10 semifinalists. Further review 
of the firms proposals again narrowed the field to 5 excellent finalists. 


On Saturday, April 20, 1991, the Committee interviewed the five finalists. After much discussion, the 
firm of Alderman & MacNeish of Springfield, MA was selected. 


The Committee met through the summer with Alderman & MacNeish representatives Mark Sirulink, Presi- 
dent, and John Strandberg Jr., Senior Architect. Using the guidelines drawn up by the Committee and 
the educational specifications prepared by Principal Collins, Alderman & MacNeish then started preliminary 
designs for the addition. 


John Strandberg met with the staff of the Middle School to review the project with them while seeking 
their input. Flyers were sent to the townspeople seeking their input into the project. A public forum 
was held in late November 1990. All accumulated ideas, suggestions, and comments were used in devel- 
oping the preliminary design plans. At the same time, cost estimates were constantly reviewed to reduce 
the overall impact to the town. 


Five different designs were presented to the committee before we chose the one that everyone felt would 
best service the students of East Bridgewater as well as the community as a whole. 


The Committee then started presenting to the townspeople the preliminary designs through open houses, 
parent/teacher conferences, and a public forum on November 12, 1991 in preparation of a Special Town 
Meeting on November 19, 1991 asking for $550,000 to proceed with the architects on final blueprints. 


On November 19, 1991, the Article for architectural fees was defeated on Town Meeting floor. 


At the Committee's meeting of November 26, 1991, the Committee regretfully accepted the resignation of 
Chairman Gordon Ross, although Gordon will continue as a committee member. The Committee completed 
it's reorganization at it's meeting of December 10, 1991, voting the following officers: James Hardy, 
Chairman; Patrick Lynch, Vice Chairman; MaryAnn Roan, Treasurer; and John Curley, Secretary. The 
Committee also regretfully accepted the resignation of Frank Hallquist. And the Committee welcomed 
Principal George Frye as a consultant. 


The Committee is now in the process of meeting with the Board of Selectmen and the Finance Committee 
seeking their input and to discuss matters relative to the building addition of the Middle School.

REPORT OF THE CIVIL DEFENSE TEAM 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


East Bridgewater's Civil Defense Team went to work this year when Hurricane Bob hit the Town on 
August 19, 1991. 


Hurricane Bob, with its 90 mph winds and driving rains, caused much public and private property damage. 
On August 29, 1991, the President of the United States declared Plymouth County a National Disaster 
Area as a result of the storm. 


On August 18 the Town's Civil Defense Team (Selectmen, Fire and Police Chiefs, Water Commissioners, 
Highway Surveyor, Tree Warden, Building Inspector, High School Principal) met to plan for the pending 
storm. 


An emergency public shelter was established at the High School. Star Market volunteered to provide 
emergency food should the need arise. The Fire & Police Departments established safety patrols and 
evacuation plans for the elderly, handicapped and others in need of help. The Highway and Tree De- 
partments made plans to keep roads clear of debris so emergency vehicles could pass, and the Water 
Department prepared for emergency pumping when there was no electricity. 


During and after the storm, the detailed planning paid off. There was no loss of life in Town. In 
addition to clearing all roads and public property, the Tree and Highway Departments were able to provide 
much needed assistance to private property owners. 

In total, Town employees spent 1,075 hours preparing for, managing and recovering from Hurricane Bob 
(500 Highway, 235 Fire, 200 Tree, 45 Police & Water, 40 High School, and 10 Executive Secretary), for 
which the Town received 87.5% reimbursement, of $24,000 from the Federal & State governments. 

The Civil Defense Team would like to express its gratitude to all Town employees who gave much of 
themselves during the storm to ensure the public safety of East Bridgewater was maintained and restored 
as soon as possible during Hurricane Bob.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


Your School Committee has again tried its collective best to provide a sound educational system for 
the children of East Bridgewater, to provide an Evening Practical Arts Program to the adult community, 
and to make the buildings under our control available to the community. 


The 1991-92 school year was a difficult one for the school system. Our budget was seriously reduced 
at the Annual Town Meeting. However, the needs of our students did not diminish, and our school popu- 
lation continues to expand. At the Town Meeting conducted in the Fall, the Finance Committee requested 
that we reduce our budget by yet another $400,000. However, thanks to you, the citizens, we were 
reduced by $150,000, saving $250,000 for the school children. 


The School Committee has spent many hours in compiling our financial plan (budget) for the 1992-93 
school year. The financial plan has been submitted in accordance with existing statutes. The School 
Committee, under the direction of the Budget Chairman, will be meeting to review and refine our financial 
plan in preparation for Town Meeting. We ask you, the citizens, to assist us in this project, and_ to 
attend our many budget meetings, our public hearing, and also our regular School Committee meetings. 
Although our meetings are televised and many people watch them, we would also appreciate receiving live 
feedback from the citizens and this can only be accomplished by attending our meetings. 


Our fine Middle School Addition Building Committee devoted many hours to planning for the necessary 
addition to the Middle School. They also made an excellent presentation to the townspeople at a Special 


Town Meeting, but, regretfully, were unable to obtain funding for plans development. The Committee is 
still working and deserves our special thanks. 


The 1992-93 fiscal year will be another difficult year. We are entering the third year of our collec- 
tive bargaining agreements with all five of our unions and associations. Our building principals and 
system administrators have requested reinstatement of the positions eliminated from this year's budget in 
order to provide necessary services to our students. The recommendations from the Finance Committee 
are not available at this time. However, the School Committee will continue to review and refine our 
financial plan for fiscal 1992-93. This plan will -re-‘ice our students with the best education we can, 
within the financial ability of the Town. We earnestly solicit your support. 


The School Committee wishes to extend its sincere appreciation to the various departments and 
offices of the town of East Bridgewater for their assistance and support, which makes running our schools 
a far easier task.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the East Bridgewater School Committee and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The East Bridgewater Public Schools is a community of people who care about the quality of educa- 
tional programs and services provided for our students. Our school community includes School Committee, 
administration teachers, secretaries, custodians, aides, cafeteria personnel, volunteers, and _ parents 
dedicated to providing quality education to the young people of East Bridgewater. 


Reduced Federal and State support for public education in 1991 caused the Town of East Bridgewater 
to make some very difficult decisions. These decisions were based solely on the amount of money avail- 
able through taxation at the local level and required the School Committee to vote to eliminate programs, 
teachers, secretaries, custodians and administrative positions. The need for the programs and personnel 
still exists. What is lacking is the will of our Federal and State leaders to invest in public education and 
remove the burden of supporting local education expenditures from the property tax. Hopefully, the 
political leadership of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts will realize the need to make a significant 
investment in our public schools for the future well being of our State. 


All children need and deserve a quality education. The future of this Town is closely linked to the 
quality of its schools. Continuing to reduce educational opportunities for students will ultimately reduce 
the quality of life in East Bridgewater for all citizens.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF PUPIL PERSONNEL SERVICES 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


| am pleased to submit to you this report on the delivery of special services to East Bridgewater 
students. During the 1990-91 school year, 404 students were served through various special education 
programs. Of this number, over 90% were served within our own classrooms and programs. 


We continued to have a fully integrated special services delivery model at the elementary level. In 
this model the students remain in their regular classrooms while receiving help from the special needs 
staff. This model has been very successful in helping students to retain their self esteem while coping 
with learning problems. The fact that it works so well is a credit to the regular and special education 
teachers involved and to the many aides who help carry out the program. This program continued to 
serve as a model to other school systems in the state and, as such, received numerous visitors through- 
out the year. 


An increasing number of identified special needs at the Kindergarten and preschool levels resulted 
in the development of our own programs for those age levels. Prior to this year, students requiring 
special education at the ages of 3, 4, or 5 were place in out-of-district programs in other towns. By 
establishing our own programs, we were able to better meet the needs of these children within their own 
town and to do so in a more cost effective manner. Both the preschool and Kindergarten programs fol- 
lowed the integrated model which places disabled students in regular classrooms with their non-disabled 
peers. Research has shown this to be the most effective model for students. The teacher in charge of 
both of these classrooms, Mrs. Marian Ferris, did an outstanding job in accommodating, challenging, and 
enriching all of these students. 


At the Middle School, special services were again provided through a combination of mainstreaming 
and pull-out programs based on the strengths and needs of the students. In addition, two substantially 
separate programs continued to meet the needs of students who required more individual and continual 
attention than could be otherwise provided. The range of services available to special needs students at 
the Middle School is such that only very extreme cases need to be placed in outside programs. The 
dedication and accepting attitude demonstrated bv the special services staff and by the administration 
enhance the chances for success for all special students at the Middle School. 


The High School continued to provide resource help to students with special needs through highly 
individualized instruction. As at the other schools, this instruction was supplemented with speech therapy 
or adaptive physical education services where necessary. 


The High School also implemented a program aimed at providing special support to ninth grade stu- 
dents at risk for failure or for dropping out of school. This program, which incorporated a team approach 
to meeting the needs of these students, was very successful. 


The dedicated teachers involved, and especially the coordinating teacher, Mrs. Nancy Miller, helped 
make the year a productive and successful one for many students who otherwise might have had a diffi- 
cult year. 


In the area of health and safety, a major focus of the year was on training the staff in the use of 
universal precautions to aid in preventing the spread of diseases. In addition, the 1990-91 school year 
saw the adoption of a personal safety curriculum for all students in grades one and two. This curriculum 
teaches children skills to help protect them from potentially abusive situations. 


The guidance department saw the retirement of Mrs. Ellen Tennihan who had served over twenty 
years as a guidance counselor both at the Middle School and at the old Intermediate School. She will be 
greatly missed by both students and staff. 


Fiscal year 1991 was very successful in terms of grant monies received. Total grant funding for 
the year amounted to $239,769. This represented an increase of $36,027 over the previous year. 


Some of the grant monies were used to purchase computers and computer supplies for the Central 
School. Some went to the training of teachers in the areas of math and science. 


Other grant funds were used to hire special needs aids at the Central School to implement the main- 
stream model there. Funds were also used to staff the Chapter 1 math and reading remedial program at 
the Middle School, and to provide adaptive physical education services at all three schools. 


We again received monies from the Chapter 188 Early Childhood Grant. These funds were used to 
help implement the new preschool and Kindergarten integrated programs and for various outreach en- 
deavors. Once again we received tremendous support from the community through their participation in 
the Early Childhood Advisory Council. 


In fiscal year 1991 East Bridgewater received funding under the Governor's Alliance Against Drugs 
Grant Program in the amount of $9139 which was used to continue to support the D.A.R.E. program and 
for a consultant to provide resource and assistance to students and staff on issues related to substance 
abuse. The consultant also provided training to staff and community members. 


In summary, the total amount of $239,769 that was received in grant monies in fiscal 1991 was spent 
to address a broad range of needs and to provide supplies, equipment and services to a large number of 
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students and staff. Both the regular and special education programs were enhanced through the avail- 
ability of these funds, and gratitude is hereby expressed to the administrators and staff members who 
assisted with the required applications, administration and evaluations of these grants.

It is with pleasure that | submit the Annual Report for 1991 as the Principal of the Central School. 
The enrollment as of October 1, 1991 is compared below to previous years.

The Middle School Building Committee has developed plans for an addition which will alleviate over- 
crowding at the Central School if the town approves the funding. 


The Kindergarten class began their third year at the High School Annex. The kindergarten program 
is very successful due to a great amount of teamwork. The Early Childhood Program is provided in part 
by a Chapter 188 State Grant. Mrs. Leslie Whitlock, Coordinator and teacher, has done _ exceptionally 
well implementing the integrated pre-school program at the kindergarten. 


Ms. Chirstine DeLorenzo returned from a maternity leave to a grad 2 classroom. Mrs. Carrie Silvia, 
Special Needs teacher, also came back this year from a leave of absence. Mr. Anthony Lepine, custodian, 
was transferred to the school due to budget reductions. 


There have been other changes due to overcrowding. The gym was converted to a double grade 3 
classroom, and gym classes are now held in the cafeteria. In spite of the overcrowding, the staff morale 
remains high with an exceptional degree of commitment and dedication. 


Mrs. Mary Ann Morrissey, Assistant Principal, is an exceptionally competent administrator. She is 
directly responsible for supervision of the Special Services Team, Chapter 1 Program, and student dis- 
cipline. She also meets with the special needs staff regularly to insure that each child's educational plan 
is appropriate and implemented to the best of our ability. The integrated model that we use, where all 
special needs service is provided in the regular classroom, is widely recognized as the most desirable and 
least restrictive type of program for young children. This program has been the focus of a number of 
workshops and on-site visits by the school systems who appreciate the value of a mainstream approach to 
special education. We make every attemptto incorporate the East Bridgewater educational philosophy 
which places great emphasis on the uniqueness of the individual learner. 


The guidance counselors, Mrs. Lois Southworth and Mrs. Judith Belk are very much involved with 
student placement, testing, child abuse and neglect programs, along with crisis intervention situations. 
The counselors are an essential component in our communication between teachers, students, and parents 
to assure the success of each child. 


The reading program utilizes both the Scribner and Houghton Mifflin basal programs, along. with 
supplementary materials. Mrs. Maureen O'Neil, Reading Specialist, is directly supervising the program. 
There are three reading groups of different levels in each classroom that advance at their own pace in 
the curriculum. Mr. John Shea, Math/Computer Specialist supervises the Addison Wesley Math Program 
and emphasizes computer instruction in every classroom, including kindergarten. He also provides in- 
service training to staff members, along with diagnosis of individual student's strengths to improve 
teaching effectiveness. 


The children receive special subject instruction on a weekly basis with Mrs. Mary Anne Rebhan 
teaching music, Mrs. Katherine Douglas teaching art, and Mrs. Carolyn Post teaching physical education. 
Mrs. Victoria Boucher, Central School librarian has a large annual circulation of books with the unique 
school/town library program. 


This year, we have seen positive community support and town department cooperation in many areas. 
Safety Officer Michael Kennedy has provided the DARE program, as well as teaching school bus evacua- 
tion, seat belt safety awareness, and child abuse prevention. He represents a very positive image of the 
Police Department for the children. Chief Parrow has arranged visits to the Fire Station. Mr. Trudeau 
of the Highway Department is most helpful with outdoor maintenance items. 


The Parent Volunteer Program under the direction of Mrs. Maryanne Roan is unusually successful. 


Volunteers work in classrooms, library, computer center, at home, as well as helping with special events 
at school. 
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This is a very large school which is cleaned and maintained by the Head Custodian, Mr. E. Russell 
Murphy, and his two men. Mrs. Jeanette O'Day, along with the cafeteria workers, prepare several hun- 
dred meals each day. The school nurse, Mrs. Hope Wilson has approximately 50 - 70 children visit the 
clinic each day. The very competent school secretaries, Mrs. Tesson and Mrs. Collins, are best Known 
to the children and parents as the friendly, helpful people in the office who really run the school. 


The central office staff with Mr. Achin, Administrative Assistant, Mrs. Levine, Pupil Personnel Di- 
rector, and Mrs. Sullivan, Director of School Lunch, are always helpful. Mr. Mitchell, | would like to 
again express my sincere appreciation for your support for the Central School. |! have found your advice 
and encouragement essential in the administration of the school. The School Committee with Chairman, 
Mr. John Leonard, Works diligently to provide an excellent school system for the citizens of East Bridge- 
water.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE MIDDLE SCHOOL 


Dear Mr. Mitchell, 

| submit my annual report to you as Principal of the East Bridgewater Middle School. 

Our school enrollment as of the end of December, 1991, was 680 students. The distribution by grade 
was as follows: Grade 5 - 172; Grade 6 - 172; Grade 7 - 158; Grade 8 - 178, which represents a net 
increase of 29 students over the previous year's enrollment. Overcrowding at both the Middle and Central 


Schools remains a significant problem. 


This past year, the Middle School Building Addition Committee had the following membership:

The Committee held 25 meetings. They developed a proposal for architectural services, received 28 re- 
sponses by architectural firms, and interviewed five finalists. The firm of Alderman & MacNeish was 
selected to work with the Building Committee. The building committee Space Requirements, Educational 
Specifications, and an initial schematic were developed, along with cost estimates for an addition to the 
Middle Shcool, and renovations to the existing structure. The Committee determined that the town should 
have the opportunity to vote on the fees for architectural services so that the project could be submitted 
to the State Building Assistance Bureau by June 1992, in order to receive a guaranteed reimbursement 
rate of 80% on the entire project. On November 18, 1991, the Town Meeting defeated an article to pro- 
vide funds for fees and design documents. 


The Building Committee, at this point, has continued to meet because of the chronic problem of 
overcrowding at the elementary (k-8) level. In 1986, there were 1387 students enrolled in Grades K-8, 
in 1991, that figure rose to 1591, an increase of 194 students. Projection for the fall of 1992 adds another 
70 students to that number, a 5-year rise of 275 in the enrollment. The transfer of the Kindergarten to 
the High School in 1989 was the last reallocation of space that could occur without the construction of 
new educational facilities at the K-8 level. 


Budget considerations forced the elimination of several positions at the Middle School. At the be- 
ginning of the 1991-92 school year, the educational and support programs and personnel reduced were: 


Grade 5 teaching position Part time Guidance Secretary 
Home Economics Teacher/Program School Custodian (1) 
Part time Music Teacher School Nurse (as of Jan. 1, 1992) 


These reductions impact in many ways, for our academic class size has grown to an average of 27 
students per class, while several classes have over thiry students in them. Our Special Area offerings 
have been limited, and Industrial Arts classes have large sizes which curtails certain educational programs. 
Our clinic is open only part time, and does not have the services of a nurse. Finally, our building 
maintenance and cleanliness program is effected because of the custodial position eliminated at our school. 


Students and teachers at the Middle School have been engaged in a variety of special programs and 
activities during 1991. Fifth grade students attended Nature's Classroom, students in Grades 6, 7, and 
8 participated in the National Geography Bee, and eighth grade students published the first Middle School 
Literary Magazine, "Memories & Imaginations". The Quest Skills for Adolescence and D.A.R.E. (Drug 
Abuse Resistance Education) programs are an integral part of the curriculum in Grades 5 - 8. A new 
Puberty Curriculum for Grades 5 & 6 was developed by staff and approved by the School Committee. In 
1991, the Middle School Parents & Teachers for the Arts provided the following educational and entertaining 
enrichment programs: Native American Day, Ayriel (colonial music); Whales, Susan Klein (storyteller); 
Scot Cannon residency, Great Garbage Concert, Starlab, Ben Franklin (Bill Meikle), Taino (Carribean 
music), “A Christmas Carol" and World of Snakes. 
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Staff development is an on-going priority, and teachers have had the opportunity to attend profes- 
sional conferences and participate in inservice workshops in the following areas: cooperative learning; 
heterogeneous grouping, mainstreaming special needs students, core values, adolescent suicide, and critical 
thinking skills in science and math instruction. These opportunities were made possible through a 
combination of grant and in-house funding. 


The integration of technology into the school program continues to be a focus at the Middle School. 
New tools in the form of Macintosh computers, CD-ROM and laser disk players have been integrated into 
the life of the school. Computers are increasingly used for adininistrative purposes, teacher productivity 
and student instruction. CD-ROM and interactive laser disk programs are being used to enhance library 
research, science and social studies programs. Teachers have had the opportunity to take two on-site 
computer courses with Fitchburg State College credit, and have participated in numerous computer work- 
shops conducted by their colleagues. Twenty Apple Ile computers have been clustered into a new Classroom 
Computer Lab, to which all teachers have access for class projects. A team of sixth grade students 


participated in "Kids & Computers '91" at the State House in Boston. 


Some staff and student accomplishments this past year should be recognized. Sarah Alger was a 
finalist in the Scripps-Howard Spelling Bee, and competed in Washington D.C. She also appeared on the 
David Letterman Show because of her selection as a winner in the Museum of Science Inventor's Conven- 
tion. Michael Peloso represented our school in the Massachusetts Geography Bee sponsored by National 
Geographic. Several seventh grade students participated in the John Hopkins University Talent Search, 
and took the College Board Entrance Examination. In the Verbal Test, seven won Letters of Distinction, 
three were invited to the State Awards ceremony, three received Letters of Distinction in Mathematics , 
and one was invited to the State Awards ceremony. 


Mrs. Cynthia Simmons received her Masters in Education Degree, and Mr. Paul Naper, Ms. Betsy 
Bushnell, and Mrs. Janet Guenet have enrolled in a Masters Degree in Technology Education Program. 
Mrs. Jeanne Ebert co-chaired the successful "Sky Diving Dollars For Scholars" activity, and Mrs. Regina 
Ladouceur coordinated our annual Christmas activity, "The Giving Tree". 


Last June, Mrs. Ellen Tennihan retired from her position of Guidance Counselor. She had served 
this school for over twenty years in a most professional and caring manner, and her untiring efforts as a 
child advocate contributed areatlv to the success of our students aver the vears. This nast Necember, 
Mrs. Lynne Oakley, the School Nurse, also retired after twenty years of service. Lynne's efforts to help 
students with medical, personal or school problems will be sorely missed. 


In conclusion, | thank you and your staff for your direction and assistance this past year. Again, 
| publicly commend the entire Middle School staff for all that they have done to ensure a quality experience 
for our students. In these difficult times, they continue to expend time and effort meeting the needs of 


this unique group of students.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL 


Dear Mr. Mitchell, 


It is with pleasure that | submit the annual report of the High School for the year 1991. The en- 
rollment of the school on October 1, 1991, was grade 9 - 141, grade 10 - 169, grade 11 - 150, grade 12 
- 132, for a total of 592. Enrollment projections have not changed from previous expectations. The High 


School enrollment is anticipated to begin a slight increase as the High School begins to reflect the larger 
class sizes currently at the Middle School. It is expected that this increase will have full impact in 1995. 


Although 1991 was another successful year of student achievement and faculty support, the High 
School has felt the consequences of the budget reduction which resulted in significant cuts in staff and 
programs. The 1990 Town Report recorded the loss of five positions at the High School. The year 1991 
must add another seven positions to that total decrease in certified personnel. This year, due to budget 
reductions, the High School eliminated 1 English teacher, 1 mathmatics teacher, 1 vocational teacher, 1 
home economics teacher, 1 physical education teacher, 1 adminstative assistant and the position of audio- 
visual coordinator. The My Turn school to work transition program could not be funded, but the My Turn 
non-profit corporation has been able to provide the service to the High School for this year through cor- 
porate and public grants. This was not the full extent of the impact as vital support positions were also 
eliminated. The part-time music and athletic secretarial positions and 1 custodial position had to be cut 
as the budget reductions continued to determine the direction of the school. The High School nurse will 
be shared with the Middle School as of January 1992 and the public library was forced to cut the High 
Shcool library assistant in November. The Equal Educational Opportunity Grant allowed 1 position to be 
re-instated as of November. All aspects of our instructional program have been negatively impacted by 
these drastic reductions. Concern for the career bound student and the students identified as at risk 
for non-graduation provided the rationale for re-instating the vocational teacher. This has already begun 
to show positive effects as the program is gradually activated. However, that does not lessen the detri- 
mental impact of losing the entire home economics program, the audio-visual resources and support program, 
a guidance counselor, and the classroom instructional positions. 


Concern for the High School library became a focal point as the town library budget was again threatened 


in the extended reductions that took place after the start of the school year. There was active support 
on the part of the library board of trustees, the town governing bodies, students, teachers and the 
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community with the result that the High School library remains in place, with 1 full time librarian, Mrs. 
Anne Hynes, without an assistant and without adequate funding for materials and resources. This need, 
along with the loss of the positions listed above, dominates the budget direction and program needs of 
the High School for the next fiscal year. 


During the 1990-91 school year, the Alternative Learning Program (ALPS) saw a new concept in 
teaching at the High School as an interdepartmental team met daily to plan instruction for each student 
in the program from an individualized and holistic approach. This pilot program saw student success and 
achievement, but had to be discontinued as another result of staff reduction. The elimination of the home 
economics program and other course electives, such as computer programming, resulted from the inability 
to run elective courses with low enrollment. There are now several classes with numbers of 30 and above 
in the acedemic areas. As financial crisis dictated curriculum decisions, every effort was made to main- 
tain as balanced a curriculum as possible with retention of the applied and fine arts. Advanced Placement 
courses have also been retained. This sometimes results in a range of individual class sizes with some 
small classes and many more that are larger. The overall student-teacher ratio is now 20-1. Our teaching 
faculty continues to be excellent, albeit reduced in number. Our students are still able to complete an 
excellent educational program at East Bridgewater High School. This may be attributed to the quality and 
motivation of all of our certified and non-certified staff who have made every effort to absorb reductions 
by doing more. However, it must be pointed out that this admirable philosophy cannot indefinitely make 
up for losses of such magnitude. There is every reason to express concern for the continued quality of 
our program. 


Viking spirit was undaunted as the Viking Marching Band and Color Guard captured first place in 
the New England Scholastic Band Association Championship competition for the 7th time in 10 years. The 
1991 Viking football team duplicated the feat of the previous year and won the South Shore League Champion- 
ship and again played in the Division 4 football playoffs at Boston University's Nickerson Field. The 
entire student athletic and activity program had an exciting and proud fall season with a large number 
of student participants. The fall budget crisis threatened that further reductions would cause the elimi- 
nation of the winter and spring programs, along with High School bus ‘transportation and other vital 
aspects of the total school program. Tha active involvement of many individuals who recognize the 
necessity of adequately funding a total educational program forestalled these potential concerns. 


Our students have distinguished themselves with many accomplishments. We are pleased that 713 of 
the graduating class of 1991 chose to continue in some form of higher education. Our graduates are now 
attending such colleges as Brown, West Point, Syracuse, Boston University, Boston College, the Universities 
of Alaska and Miami, University of Massachusetts and other colleges in our state college system, or be- 
ginning career tracks that will eventually make an important contribution to our society. The High School 
administration and faculty are committed to establishing a mission for the High School that will lead the 
school into the 21st century. The plan to develop this mission statement and the attending goals calls 
for the inclusion of parents and students in its formation. We expect to consider such developmental 
educational theories as cooperative learning, alternative assessment, interdepartmental themes, integration 
of learning styles, applied technology, critical thinking, problem solving and information retrieval and 
application. Our school goals for this year were developed around four primary concepts: develop a 
philosophical base for future instructional direction; promote a positive learning climate for students of 
all abilities and interests; provide support for instructional and all other school services; and extend the 
concept of school and community. 


Our parent volunteer group, C.A.R.E. - Community Adult Resources for Education - has taken on 
an expanded role, one that is expected to increase in the future. We are grateful to these parents for 
all that they contribute. We are also appreciative and indebted tot he Viking Music Parents and Sports 
Parents. Without these dedicated people, our students would not have support and activity programs of 
such scope and significance. We are grateful for the commitment and support of Supt. Mitchell, the 
School Committee and the Central Office staff. Their efforts are intiring. | would also like to thank our 
Assistant Principal George Kelly and our faculty and staff for their commitment to excellence. A school 
is a reflection of its students and staff and we are second to none. 


It is a source of pride to be principal of East Bridgewater High School. This is an excellent school 
system. As the sign over the High School entrance says, "Through these doors pass the world's best 
students..." and we believe that. We have a wonderful community that recognizes the importance of 
supporting the quality educational program that our students must have to be competitive in a global 
society. Acknowledging the difficult economic times and the exceptional nature of the budget crises that 
have been endured by all, we must work together with cooperation and recognition of priority values to 
guarantee that our students will have the opportunity for education of continued quality.
